To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of the Town 
of Livermore: 


I herewith submit my annual report of the condition of the schools 
of Livermore together with an itemized account of all income and 
expenditures for the school year 1950-1951. 

The physical condition of all school buildings now in use is excellent. 
The Brettuns building was remodeled during the summer vacation 
where a new heating plant was installed. Toilets, lavatories and drink- 
ing fountains were also installed. At North Livermore the old wood 
burning furnace has been replaced by a new oil burning system. A 
fire proof furnace room was built at the Riverside school. 

The schools are all well equipped with desks, textbooks, supplies 
and teaching aids. 

There has been but a were change in the teaching personnel 
during the year. Miss Myra Stickney resigned in June at the Brettuns 
school in order to complete her college course. Mrs. Ella Wright was 
engaged to fill this vacancy. A high standard of work is being done in 
all our schools. 

The report from the State Department of Education indicates a 
sharp reduction in equalization for the next year. The town has been 
receiving above $3,800.00 per year for the past few years. Next year 
_ we shall receive $202.00. 

In presenting my final report, I wish to express my deepest 
appreciation for your cooperation and patience the past nineteen years.

An audit has been completed of the books and records of the Town 
of Livermore for the year ended February 1, 1950. 

The records maintained by the Selectmen, Treasurer, Assessors, Tax 
Collector and Town Clerk were audited. The system of internal control 
was reviewed. Accounting records and other supporting evidence were 
examined or tested to the extent deemed necessary under the cir- 
cumstances. | 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet together with the 
related financial statements fairly present the financial position of the 
Town at February 1, 1950, and the result of its operations for the year 
then ended. 


ASSETS 
The cash balance of $21,126.85 was accounted for as follows: 
Demand: Deposit $20,359 37 
Cash on Hand 767 48 
TORALa: | $21,126 85 


The demand deposit of $20,359.37 was reconciled with the February 
1, 1950, bank statement furnished by the Livermore Falls Trust Com- 
pany, and was found to be correctly stated. Cash on hand in the amount 
of $767.48 was deposited on February 2, 1950. 

The 1949 tax commitment book was added and checked and found 
to be in agreement with the Assessors’ records. The total commitment 
was accounted for as follows: 


Cash Receipts $47,955 21 
Abatements 16 70 
Taxes Receivable 4,938 39 


TOTAL $52,910 30 
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Taxes receivable in the amount of $4,938.39 were checked and listed. 
During the course of the examination of the tax commitment it was 
noted that the Assessors had applied $4,300.00 excise tax revenue to 
reduce the tax levy. This revenue was applied without vote of the Town. 
Transactions affecting prior years’ taxes were examined and appeared to 
have been properly handled. 

__ The tax lien accounts were reviewed and those remaining unpaid 
were examined and listed. 

Requests for verification were mailed on all tax and tax lien accounts 
where addresses were available. If any variations are noted as a result 
of these verifications, the proper municipal officials will be advised. 

Transactions affecting tax acquired property were examined and 


appeared to have been properly handled. 


LIABILITIES 
Accounts payable totaled $9.94 at the year end, which represents 
an overpayment of excise tax collections by the Tax Collector. 
Bonds payable totaled $10,000.00 at the year end. These bonds 
mature $2,000.00 annually. 


DEFERRED REVENUE 


At February 1, 1950, the deferred revenue account amounted to 
$1,427.61 and was comprised of the following items:

The reserve for authorized expenditures in the amount of $6,857.45 
represents the balances of certain appropriation accounts which have 
been carried forward to the ensuing year. 


SURPLUS 
At February 1, 1950, the unappropriated surplus totaled $20,953.75. 
This represents an increase of $227.45 from the balance at the beginning 
of the year. This increase was caused by the net gain from operations 
of $154.51 and the gain on the sale of tax acquired property of $72.94. 
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REVENUE AND EXPENDITURES 

Presented on Exhibit B, are the sources of revenue and expenditures 

for the fiscal year. This statement reflects a net gain from operations of 
$154.51, which was credited to unappropriated surplus. 


TRUST FUNDS 

The trust fund investments were examined and listed. It was noted 
that the interest had not been paid on the real estate mortgage. Expendi- 
tures made from the various funds were examined and appeared to be 
in accordance with the terms of the various trusts. It was noted that 
an expenditure of $174.27 made from the Adelina Briggs Fund rep- 
resented the payment of taxes and tax liens on the Keene property. 
During the course of examination of trust funds, it was noted that the 
interest earned is withdrawn annually and deposited in an interest 
account, from which all.expenditures are made.

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Vouchers and payrolls on file in the Selectmen’s office were 
examined to an extent deemed necessary. Insofar as could be determined, 
they appeared to be proper charges and correctly recorded. It was noted 
that in some instances copies of invoices and statements were used for 
vouchers by the Selectmen and Superintendent of Schools. 

Examination of the Town Clerk’s records of the town meeting 


_ revealed that the town officials salaries were not voted. The following 
‘salaries were paid for the 1949 municipal year: 


First Selectman $500 00 
Second Selectman 400 00 
Third Selectman 400 00 
Treasurer 225 00 
Tax Collector 628 90 
Treasurer of School Fund 10 00 
School Committee (each) 25 00 


Insurance policies in force February 1, 1950 were examined and 
listed. The detail is presented on Exhibit G. 

A review of the valuation records indicated the possibility of 
strengthening the description of properties. 

Overdrafts were noted in several appropriation accounts, the 
summary of which is shown on Exhibit D. The Attorney General has 
rendered an opinion on this point and it is included for the benefit of 
the municipal officers. 


“The municipal officers are bound by the terms 
of the articles in the warrant calling the meeting 
providing for the expenditures of money. ‘The 
officers should not spend more than the taxpayers 
appropriated at town meeting, unless the statute 
expressly authorizes an expenditure in excess of 
the appropriation.” 


The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81 of the Revised Statutes 
of 1944, however, relate to expenditures of monies for highway purposes 
and permit overdrafts in cases of emergencies to the extent of 15% of 
the appropriation. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 
The following recommendations appear worthy of consideration 


by the Municipal Officials: 


(1) That, the Selectmen require original vendors’ invoices for all 
purchases. 

(2) That, the trust fund interest held in a separate bank account 
be redeposited to the proper accounts in order that the 
income from each individual fund can be properly 
accounted for. 

(3) That, journal entries be utilized to record transfers between 
accounts rather than using town checks. 

(4) That, a property and equipment register be installed in which 
to record the values of all Town owned property and 
equipment, dates of acquisition, etc. 

(5) That, a trial balance be taken of the accounts in the ledger 
at the end of each month.

Annual Report of 


Public Health Nursing Services 
LIVERMORE — 1950 


Health is not merely the absence of disease, but a state of physical, 
mental, and social well-being. It has been advocated that everyone 
should be under the care of a family physician who would be aware 
of their health needs. The Public Health Nurse works with the family 
physician and under his guidance, for the benefit of all people in the 
community. 

During the year 18 home visits were made to Expectant Mothers, 
71 to Infants, 40 to Preschool Children and 19 to School Children to 
assist mothers in carrying out the doctor’s instructions, and to discuss 
with them a good family health program. 

Visits were made to those with communicable disease or other 
illness, to assist with any problem in carrying out the recommendation 
of the doctor, or for any demonstration requested by him. 

Visits, were made to Schools usually twice a month, to discuss 
with the teachers current health problems. | 

Booster doses of diphtheria toxoid and revaccination against small- 
pox were offered to all school children needing it. 

Child Health Conferences were held at the office of the Public 
Health Nurse the first Thursday of each month with several extra ones 
during the summer. One was held at South Livermore and one at 
Brettuns. Attendance this year at Child Health Conferences was 73. 
Sixty-two were protected against whooping cough, diphtheria, and 
tetanus. Twenty-one were vaccinated. 

Regular Clinics at Central Maine General Hospital attended by 
children in this area during the year were: Orthopedic, Pediatric, Speech 
and Mental Hygiene. 

Two Chest X-ray Clinics were held in Wilton for those needing 
rex-ray or for individuals whose family physicians requested it. 

This year physical examinations were again offered to children in 
grades 1, 3, 6, 9, but this year the money was raised at Town Meeting, 
showing the interest of the community in maintaining optimum health 
for school children. Ninety-six were examined. This is approximately 
90% of those eligible. The value of this program lies not only in 
finding defects, but also in the education of each child to his own health 
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needs. Some defects previously unknown have now been corrected. 

As in the past, the nurse participated in an educational program 
by attending institutes and workshops. This year much emphasis was 
placed on the study of Mental Hygiene. We were reminded of what 
mothers have known from time immemorial, “ Children need love most 
when they seem to deserve it least, at home and at school.” 

Several new members joined the Health Council. Through the 
efforts of this group, which represents various organizations in the com- 
munity, it has been possible to solve many health problems. Assistance 
has been given at Child Health Conferences, School physical examina- 
tions and immunizations, and transportation has been procured. 

Gratitude is expressed to the Town Officials, local Doctors, School 
Personnel, Community Organizations and all citizens who have partic- 
ipated to make your Public Health Nurse’s work both interesting and 
profitable. : .

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WHITE PINE BLISTER RUST 


R. S. 1944, Ch. 32, Sec. 54 -— Forest Commissioner to promulgate 
information and to designate areas where control is necessary. The 
forest commissioner is hereby authorized and empowered to promulgate 
by letter, publication, poster, or other means of information concerning 
the white pine blister rust and designate, by the aforesaid means of 
promulgation, areas within the state in which control measures are 
necessary or advisable. It shall be the duty of every land owner within 
such designated area, to carry out such control measures as are ordered 
by the forest commissioner, including the removal and destruction of 
any or all plants of the genus Ribes, commonly known as currant and 
gooseberries, and any white pine tree or trees, which are found to be 
infected with the disease. If the owner fails to destroy the above named 
plants or trees within the time specified by the forest commissioner, the 
forest commissioner shall cause said plants or trees to be destroyed and 
shall charge the actual expense of same to the city, town, or plantation 
within which said plants or trees are found. Such amount shall be 
collected as a state tax and credited, to the appropriation for said purpose. 
The city, town, or plantation wherein such plants or trees are found may 
assess the cost of the removal of said plants or trees to the owner of the 
real estate wherein the said plants or trees are found. The amount so 
assessed shall be collected in the form of a tax.

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of the Town 
of Livermore: 


I herewith submit my annual report of the condition of the schools 
of Livermore, together with an itemized account of all income and ex- 
penditures for the school year 1951-1952. 

Last Summer one-half of the roof at the Payson Smith School was 
reshingled. Weak spots around the trim were repaired, then the 
shingles were stained and the trim was painted. This building is now 
one of the best looking schools in this area. 

A leak at the Riverside School developed. Roofing experts ad- 
vised a reshingling rather than a patching job. Accordingly, this roof 
was reshingled. 

In keeping with the established policy concerning the schools, 
serious thought should be given toward installing modern toilets at the 
Payson Smith School. This has been done at Riverside and at Brettuns. 
Now with ever increasing enrollment, it should be done at North 
Livermore. 

The pipes at the Riverside School need some changes, particularly 
where they go to the toilets and drinking fountains. If anything hap- 
pens to any toilet or drinking fountain the main shutoff is the only 
valve available. This means that every toilet and bubbler in the build- 
ing becomes inoperative. Also there would be no water going to the 
furnace boiler. The third grade room does not have double windows. 
Fuel could be saved if double windows were installed. 

The upper grade room at the Brettuns School should be equipped 
with window shades. At certain times of the day it is almost impos- 
sible to see the blackboard from many of the seats.

The need for reference books is particularly pressing in the upper 
grades. Livermore students maintain excellent scholastic standing at the 
various High Schools which they attend. To keep this excellent stand- 
ing it is necessary to provide good reference and text books. We should 
provide new reference books and text books to replace those which are 
now obsolete. 

Morale in the schools is excellent. We have a good staff of teach- 
ers. We should try to retain them by showing them we want them. 
A friendly word or two means much to a truly professional teacher. 

I would like to thank the Superintending School Committee and 
the people of Livermore for the continuing interest they have shown in 
their children, the teachers, and the schools.

An audit has been completed of the books and records of the Town 
of Livermore for the fiscal year ended February 1, 1951. The audit in- 
cluded an examination of the records maintained by the Assessors, 
Selectmen, Town Clerk, Treasurer and Tax Collector. 

The result of the audit indicates that the following suggestion ap- 
pears worthy of consideration by Town Officials: 


Transfers between accounts should be recorded by 
journal entries rather than the use of checks for 
this purpose. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash transactions as well 
as an analysis of revenues and expenditures. The result of the year’s 
operations showed that expenditures exceeded available funds by $318.77 
and is summarized as follows: 


Overdrafts $2,046 25 
Unexpended Balances Li2e) 48 
Net Overdraft $318 77 


This condition was brought about by overdrafts in various appropria- 
tion accounts more particularly the overdrafts in the protection and 
highways and bridges account totaling $427.35 and $1,615.69 respec- 
tively. The Department of Attorney General has advised that over- 
drafts are not permitted by Statute excepting in certain instances where 
emergencies arise in highway activities and then only to the extent of 
15°% of the highway appropriation. 

At the year end the unappropriated surplus amounted to $20,634.98, 
or a decrease of $318.77 as compared with the preceding year. This 
was occasioned by the excess of expenditures over available funds. 
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The examination also included verifications of accounts receivable, 
tax and tax lien accounts. 

Insurance policies were reviewed and listed and corporate surety 
bonds were on file for the following Town Officials: 


Tax Collector $5,000 00 
Treasurer 5,000 00 


Included in this report are various exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the financial activities of the Town. Audit procedures deemed nec- 
essary were followed in the development of these statements. 

It is believed that accompanying balance sheet and supporting 
statements fairly present the financial status of the Town at February 1, 
1951, and the result of its operations then ended.

Annual Report of 


Public Health Nursing Services 
LIVERMORE — 1951 


Your Public Health Nurse renders more services to the well than 
she does to the sick. Health is as much a matter of supervision and 
prevention as it is of treatment. The report of her year’s activities illus- 
trates that fact and reminds us that Public Health service in our com- 
munity is the clearing house for all known preventives of disease, as 
well as the management of temporary illness, or serious handicap, cur- 
able or incurable. Without these services the health picture in our town 
might be very different. 

School visits once a week and talks with the teachers about any 
existing problem are a very real factor in the prevention of epidemic 
sickness. These visits may also be instrumental in giving individual 
attention to children who need it and might not otherwise receive it. | 

Booster doses of whooping cough, diphtheria and tetanus toxoids 
to school children continue the protection started in infancy. 

Child Health Conferences held monthly at the office of the Public 
Health Nurse, with extra ones during the summer (South Livermore 
and Brettuns), extend the protection of immunizations and vaccination 
to babies and preschool children. Attendance at these Conferences this 
year was 50. Combined whooping cough, diphtheria and tetanus toxoid 
was given to 40 infants and preschool children; smallpox vaccination 
to 28. 

Children were afforded the resources of the following clinics at the 
Central Maine General Hospital in Lewiston: Orthopedic, Pediatric, 
Speech and Mental Hygiene: and the Orthopedic Clinic at the Rum- 
ford Community Hospital. 

School physical examinations were given to 106 children in grades 
1, 3, 6 and 9. These examinations pay off each year in the various de- 
fects which they discover which are therefore corrected or treated earlier 
than might have been the case. Audiometer (hearing) tests were given 


to 149 children. 
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Two Chest X-ray Clinics were held in Wilton for those needing 
check-up x-rays, or perhaps whose doctors had ordered chest x-rays. 

Home visits were made to new and expectant mothers, to infants 
and preschool children. These are supervisory visits for the most part, 
rendering services whose value is incalculable. The same is true of the 
adult health supervision given by the Public Health Nurse in home vis- 
its and office calls throughout the year. 

Home visits to crippled children totaled 45, meaning in most cases 
the steadily supervised improvement and management of serious handi- 
caps. . 

The Health Council continued its volunteer services with the Public 
Health Nurse at Child Health Conferences and School Examinations, 
with a continuation and some expansion of its educational policy in the 
Public Health field. New members constantly bring new resources and 
new ideas to the group and increase the awareness of Public Health 
services throughout the community. 


The Public Health Nurse has continued the in-service education 
which Staff Nurses of the Department of Health and Welfare carry on 
year after year. At the monthly Staff Meetings she meets other nurses 
who are, doing the same kind of work she is doing. Exchange of ex- 
perience and ideas is of great value to these nurses. At these Staff 
Meetings they also study some particular subject each year. This year 
they have been studying the care of older persons whose everyday prob- 
lems, as well as their particular sicknesses, need special understanding. 
Thus, your Public Health Nurse is equipping herself to extend her 
services to the older adults of the community, services which may mean 
a great deal to the individuals, and to those who have the responsibility 
of their care. 


The Public Health Nurse appreciates the cooperation of Town 
Officials, local Doctors, School personnel, Community Organizations, 
and all citizens who help her as she goes about her work. Without 
this cooperation it would be impossible to offer these many and varied 
services all of which are so essential in a good Public Health Program.

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WHITE PINE BLISTER RUST 


R. S. 1944, Ch. 32, Sec. 54— Forest Commissioner to promulgate 
information and to designate areas where control is necessary. The 
forest commissioner is hereby authorized and empowered to promul- 
gate by letter, publication, poster, or other means of information con- 
cerning the white pine blister rust and designate, by the aforesaid means 
of promulgation, areas within the state in which control measures are 
necessary or advisable. It shall be the duty of every landowner within 
such designated area to carry out such control measures as are ordered 
by the forest commissioner, including the removal and destruction 
of any or all plants of the genus Ribes, commonly known as currant 
and gooseberries, and any white pine tree or trees, which are found to 
be infected with the disease. If the owner fails to destroy the above 
named plants or trees within the time specified by the forest com- 
missioner, the forest commissioner shall cause said plants or trees to be 
destroyed and shall charge the actual expense of same to the city, 
town, or plantation within which said plants or trees are found. Such 
amount shall be collected as a state tax and credited to the appro- 
priation for said purpose. The city, town, or plantation wherein such 
plants or trees are found may assess the cost of the removal of said 
plants or trees to the owner of the real estate wherein the said plants 
or trees are found. The amount so assessed shall be collected in the 
form of a tax.

Report of Superintendent of Schools

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of the 
Town of Livermore: 


I herewith submit my annual report of the condition of the schools 
of Livermore together with an itemized account of all income and 
expenditures for the school year of 1952-1953. 

A most important step forward was taken this past year. A well 
was drilled at the Payson Smith School. Toilet rooms were insulated 
and completed and flushes were installed. Since the well cost more 
money than was hoped for the classrooms could not be renovated. 
This should be done this year. The South Livermore school now is 
the only school which does not have a central heating plant, running 
water and flushes. I wonder if, in the face of added pupils at River- 
side, it wouldn’t be wise to transport South Livermore pupils and 
combine them with the extra half class at Riverside. This would 
eliminate the necessity for hiring an additional teacher. 

It is my earnest recommendation that at least one room of desk 
and chairs be purchased each year till we overcome our shortage of 
equipment. 

The plumbing system at the Riverside school needs a general 
overhaul. The plumber states that the pipes are corroded and in poor 
condition. The toilet room needs to be painted. The washbowls and 
drinking fountains should be relocated outside of the boys toilet room. 
New pipes should be installed to replace the old ones. 

The lights in our schools are inadequate. Eye doctors tell us that 
much of the poor eyesight found is caused by poorly lighted classrooms. 
If we could equip one classroom a year with adequate lights we would 
materially help the eyesight of our children. 
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Our school bus has approached the place where it would be false 
economy to continue to run it. It is my recommendation that we 
either purchase a new bus or contract with someone to convey for us. 

We have embarked on a program of renewing textbooks which 
will proceed at a regular schedule. Both the pupils and teachers are 
enthusiastic about these new series which are among the best to be 
found in their respective fields. New sets of encyclopedias have been 
placed in each school for use of upper grade pupils. Small libraries of 
reading and reference books are being built up for all grades. It is 
here that children develop their thirst for knowledge and their desire 
for good literature. In short I am happy to report that we are experi- 
encing healthy growth in many directions. 

I wish to thank the Superintending School Committee for the 
time they have spent on school matters, and the people of the Town 
for their kindly interest.

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COMMENTS 


TOWN OF LIVERMORE 
FEBRUARY 2, 1951 TO FEBRUARY 1, 1952 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Livermore has 
been completed for the municipal year ended February 1, 1952. The 
audit included an examination of the records maintained by the 
Assessors, Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector and Town Clerk. 

From the examination of the records of the Town Clerk it was 
ascertained that the following transfers had been authorized by an 
appropriate article in the warrant for the annual town meeting: 


To Riverside School Road Repairs $604 78 
From Collins and Riverside School Roads $354 78 
From Riverside School Culverts 250 00 

$604 78 
To Storage Shed $850 00 
From Tractor House Addition ‘ $800 00 
From Tractor House Lot 50 00 

$850 00 
To Reduce Tax Assessment (From Excise Taxes) $5,000 00 


The result of the audit indicates that journal entries should be 
utilized to record transfers between accounts, rather than to clear through 
the Treasurer’s cash account. 

The examination consisted of a review of cash transactions as well 
as an analysis of revenues and expenditures. The result of the year’s 
operations showed that. available funds exceeded expenditures by 
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$2,498.69. However, overdrafts were noted in various appropriation 
accounts, more particularly in General Government and Charity ac- 
counts, totaling $586.51 and $727.76 respectively. Unexpended and 
overdraft balances are summarized as follows: 


Unexpended Balances $3,096 13 
Overdrafts 597 44 
Net Unexpended Balances $2,498 69 


The Department of Attorney General has advised that overdrafts are 
not permitted by statute except in certain instances where emergencies 
arise in highway activities and then only to the extent of 15% of the 
highway appropriation. 

A comparative statement of revenues and expenditures (Exhibit 
B), disclosed that for the 1951 year, revenues increased by $818.02 as 
compared with those of the previous year. Expenditures for the same 
period decreased $15,321.06. The factors contributing to these differ- 
ences were reviewed with no exceptions noted. Following is a sum- 
mary of the differences as compared with revenues and expenditures of 
the preceding year:

At the year end the unappropriated surpius amounted to $23,031.71 
or a net increase of $2,396.73 as compared with the previous year. This 
increase was occasioned by the excess of available funds over expedi- 
tures of $2,498.69, less tax liens written off valued at $44.33 and minor 
adjustments affecting prior years’ transactions. 

At February 1, 1952 the various trust fund principals totaled 
$18,681.63 and the unexpended income amounted to $1,211.45. It was 
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ascertained that the funds were represented by time deposits and in- 
vestments in U. S. Defense Bonds totaling $15,893.08 and $4,000.00 
respectively. 

The required $2,000.00 was appropriated and paid on bonds matur- 
ing during the year. At February 1, 1952, revenue totaling $6,000.00 
will be required to retire the outstanding bonds which mature at the 
rate of $2,000.00 in each of the years 1952, 1953 and 1954, 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Count of cash was made and records were checked to determine 
the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of internal 
control was reviewed, as pertained to the handling of cash and other 
matters of financial concern. Revenues and expenditures were exam- 
ined by methods and to the extent deemed necessary. Letters of veri- 
fication were utilized to determine the correctness of tax, tax lien and 
bond accounts. Insurance and bond coverage were examined. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining to the 
financial status of the Town. Audit procedures were followed to the 
extent deemed necessary to develop these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and supporting 
statements fairly present the financial position of the Town at Febru- 
ary 1, 1952, and the result of its operations for the year then ended.

Annual Report of 
Public Health Nursing Services 


LIVERMORE — 1952 


This Public Health Nursing Report is made possible by the par- 
ticipation of many people in the community; people who are seeking 
to maintain optimum health for all. 

Because statistics are important for Business Management it is 
necessary to record the number of visits to Infants, Preschools, School, 
~ Communicable Diseases, Crippled Children and all others. In spite of 
this public health nurses think in terms of the family unit rather than 
visits only to particular individuals. 

A new mother is much encouraged to be reassured that each in- 
fant is an individual, so he may be expected to grow and develop at his 
own individual pace, not at his neighbor’s rate; she may be assisted to 
recognize signs of illness early, to call her physician at the first symp- 
toms. During the same visit it may be possible to suggest that a pre- 
school is much happier in a hospital situation if he has had a chance 
to prepare for it through play; much happier than will be the child who 
was told “If you say those words again, I'll call the nurse or doctor and 
they'll fix you”. It was difficult for nurse and doctor to build a good 
relationship with that child later. 

Through discussion of problems a mother may realize that Toni’s 
periodic upsets in school are really due to unhappiness and confusion 
caused by his parents quarreling. These parents might, through their 
family physician, use the resources provided by the Mental Hygiene 
Clinics. A teacher is much more understanding if through conferences 
with the nurse she knows that Johnny is inattentive because of his con- 
cern over a sick brother, not because he was at a late movie. 

It is sometimes possible to help a family cope with prolonged ill- 
ness. A member of the family may be taught to give care recommended 
by the doctor. 

Families may be helped to realize that the older members have a 
definite contribution to make. Their physicial limitations may be over- 
balanced by their words of understanding and wisdom for the younger 
members. 
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Good health habits, physical, mental and moral should begin early 
in life and continue throughout for abundant living. 

Interest in maintaining health of children is shown by increasing 
attendance at Child Health Conferences which may necessitate hold- 
ing two each month instead of the regular monthly one. Here chil- 
dren are given opportunity to have physical examinations, and im- 
munizations against whooping cough, diphtheria, tetanus and smallpox. 

Continued supervision is offered through physical examinations of 
children in grades 1, 3, 6 and 9 at school. 

The Livermore - Livermore Falls Health Council was hostess to the 
Councils in District II at their Annual Meeting in May. Members were 
present from Rumford, Farmington, Jay, Leeds, Lisbon, Turner, North 
Turner, Auburn, South Paris, Durham and Sumner. Visitors were 
present from Augusta, Manchester and Livermore Falls High School. 
The meeting was held at Livermore Grange where a delightful dinner 
and interesting program was enjoyed. Our Health Council representing 
various community organizations has been instrumental in promoting 
interest in and support of various endeavors of the public health nursing 
program. 

A great deal of credit is due the many people who have assisted: 
at Child Health Conferences, Clinics, with the School Program, at the 
Mobile X-ray Survey, with Transportation (especially that given ex- 
pectant mothers at any time of day or night when needed); also, to the 
local Doctors, Town Officials, School Personnel, Community Organiza- 
tions and all others whose help made the program possible — Thank 
You. k

It was voted to appropriate $2,500.00 to build a road, 
beginning at said Church, thence westerly to Turkey Lane Road and 
southerly to Clyde Lee’s driveway, proper ditches and culverts and a 
16 foot bed, to be built as a permanent road as far as the money will 
go. Voted. 


Article 3. To authorize the Selectmen to hire the necessary 
amount of money to carry out this project.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of the Town 
of Livermore: 


I herewith submit my annual report of the conditions of the schools 
of Livermore together with an itemized account of all income and 
expenditures for the school yéar of 1953-1954. 

Most of my recommendations of last year have been put into prac- 
tice. The classrooms at the Payson Smith School have been renovated 
and one room equipped with new desks and chairs. It is difficult to 
describe the enthusiasm of the teachers and pupils of this building. 

The plumbing system at the Riverside School has been renovated. 
New piping has been installed throughout and cracked toilets and uri- 
nals replaced. The well was cleaned out and a new casing installed. 
This was an unforeseen difficulty which occurred this year just as 
school closed. So much sediment was seeping in that the water was 
becoming cloudy. It was feared that this was largely surface drainage 
therefore subject to contamination so an expert well driller was em- 
ployed to remedy the situation. | 

A new bus has been purchased. This bus, although larger, is 
proving more economical to run than the old one. In addition, more 
pupils can be conveyed at one time, and if some roads are repaired 
pupils living on these can be conveyed. This will in the long run effect 
an overall saving to the Town. A still further savings can be effected 
by the closing of the South Livermore schoolhouse. Next year it would 
appear unsound to operate this building without extensive renovation. 
Then too the number of pupils per teacher will be far fewer in propor- 
tion than in the other schools. By transferring the South Livermore 
teaching position to the Riverside School better teaching would result 
because of a lowered pupil-teacher ratio. 
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Another solution to this problem could be to transfer out of the 
North Livermore or Riverside district some pupils and transport them 
to South Livermore. I would not recommend this latter course of 
action when there is room available in a building with complete 
facilities. 

The textbook and reference program is proceeding apace, however 
with increased reading there is an increased need for good lighting. 

By and large this past year has been one of fruitful progress and 
excellent teaching. 

I wish to thank the Superintending School Committee for their 
interest and for the large amounts of their time they have devoted to 
shaping the policies for the schools. I wish to thank the people of the 
Town for the splendid cooperation they have extended. Without your 
help and cooperation the splendid progress in the schools would not 
have been possible.

An audit of the financial records of the Town of Livermore has 
been completed for the municipal year ended February 1, 1953. The 
audit included an examination of the records maintained by the 
Assessors, Selectmen, Town Clerk, Treasurer and Tax Collector. 


AVAILABLE FUNDS AND EXPENDITURES 
A comparative statement of available funds and expenditures 
(Exhibit B), disclosed that for the 1952 year available funds increased 
by $13,180.86 as compared with those of the preceding year. Expendi- 
tures for the same period increased by $14,188.93. The factors con- 


tributing to these differences, as compared with the preceding year, are ~ 


summarized as follows:

The examination consisted of a review of cash transactions as well 
as an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The result of the 
year’s operations revealed that available funds exceeded expenditures 
by $1,490.62. Overdrafts were noted in various appropriation accounts, 
(Exhibit D), and on authority of the selectmen these overdrafts were 
carried forward to the ensuing year pending action at a subsequent 
town meeting. The Department of Attorney General has advised that 
overdrafts are not permitted by statute except in certain instances where 
emergencies arise in highway activities and then only to the extent of 
15°% of the highway appropriation. 


4 
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RESERVES AND SURPLUS 

From the examination of the departmental accounts it was deter- 
mined that the net overdraft carried forward ’to the 1953/54 year totaled 
$4,854.65. 

The excise tax reserve of $218.05 represents unallocated excise tax 
receipts carried forward for future disposition. 

At the year end the unappropriated surplus amounted to $24,522.33 
or an increase of $1,490.62 as compared with the preceding year. This 
change was occasioned by the excess of available funds over expendi- 
tures. 


DEBT FUND 
The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a separate fund, 
reflects the outstanding bonds of the town totaling $4,000.00, which 
are to be retired from revenues of future years. 


TRUST FUNDS 

From the examination of trust fund transactions it was ascertained 
that earnings of the various funds amounted to $387.81 for the year. 
Expenditures for the same period totaled $399.28. Principals of the 
funds at the close of the year totaling $19,918.76 and unexpended in- 
come amounting to $1,240.27 were represented by time deposits of 
$17,159.03 in the Livermore Falls Trust Company and investments of 
$4,000.00 in U. S. Defense Bonds. 


GENERAL 

From the examination of the records of the town clerk it was ascer- 
tained that the townspeople voted to apply excise tax monies of 
$6,000.00 to reduce the amount to be raised for the current year by 
taxation. 

It is suggested that the annual tax lien transfer be recorded by 
journal entry rather than to clear through the treasurer’s cash account. 

As a result of the review of the tax collector’s records it was deter- 
mined that due to errors an amount of $54.37 was due the town at the 
close of the year. This amount has been set up as an account receiv- 


able (Schedule A-1). 
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SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Count of cash was made and records were checked to determine 
the accuracy of recording*cash transactions. The system of internal 
control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash and other 
matters of financial concern. Available funds and expenditures were 
examined by. methods and to the extent deemed necessary. Letters of 
verification were utilized to determine the correctness of tax and tax 
lien accounts as well as bonds outstanding. Trust fund transactions 
were reviewed. Insurance and bond coverages were examined and 
listed. Excise tax collections were verified by examination of the copies 
of the receipts retained by the collector. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining to 
the financial status of the town. Audit procedures were followed to 
the extent deemed necessary to develop these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and supporting 
statements fairly present the financial position of the town at February 
1, 1953, and the result of its operations for the year then ended.

Annual Report of 


Public Health Nursing Services 


LIVERMORE — 1953 


As nursing keeps step with other scientific advances, the scope and 
responsibility of Public Health Nursing increases. Giving nursing 
care and health guidance to families, at home, at school, at work and 
at clinics always has been of primary importance, but we have learned 
that it is necessary to work together with community groups also in 
order to put the whole health program into action. Another responsi- 
bility of the Public Health Nurse is the participation in currently avail- 
able educational programs. 

Visits to expectant mothers and mothers of young children are 
made to encourage adequate medical care for aid in preventing of 
defects, and the early care and correction of defects where they have 
occurred. 

A Child Health Conference was held at Brettuns in June in addi- 
tion to the monthly first Thursday Conferences held at the office of 
the Public Health Nurse, for examination and immunization of infants 
and preschool children. Attendance at these Child Health Conferences 
from the Town of Livermore was 61. Physical examinations were 
done in grades 1, 3, 6 and 9 to aid school children in having regular 
medical examinations, and to teach the necessity for such examinations. 
Home visits were made when necessary to explain and help carry out 
medical recommendations. The total school examinations in the Town 
of Livermore were 86. ‘The assistance and cooperation of all people 
in the community make this program possible. 

Fewer visits to communicable diseases are necessary nowadays. 
Adequate protection against smallpox and diphtheria has made these 
diseases almost non-existent in United States. Very few young children 
have whooping cough and none need have it if immunization is begun 
early. Informed mothers are becoming more alert to signs and symp- 
toms of disease and by seeking early medical attention they are protect- 
ing their own children and many others.

The Educational Program for the Public Health Nurse during 
this past year has included visits to Western Maine Sanatorium, Pownal 
State School, as well as participation in Institutes on Newborn Infant, 
Cancer, Rehabilitation and Diabetes. Emphasis is being placed, in all 
these and other aspects of Public Health Nursing, upon the closely in- 
terwoven physical, mental and spiritual needs of the patient and his 
family. 

One great need, perhaps, is for all of us to encourage in children 
a liking for, and open response toward other people, and to guard 
against thoughtless adult expressions which may awaken fear and 
distrust in children. The Nurses’ Educational Program helps us un- 
derstand ourselves and our relationships to other people better, and 
thus helps us all toward fulfilling this need. 

I wish to thank all the organizations and individuals who have 
contributed so freely, to make the program possible.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


Superintending School Committee

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Town of Livermore: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my first annual report 
of the condition of the schools of Livermore. I have received 
a cordial reception from ‘Town officers and citizens alike, 
and I have found all those with whom I have had occasion 
to transact school business to be cooperative and helpful. 
I and my family feel that it was our good fortune that we 
chose to make our residence in Livermore. 

‘This has been a busy year in the Livermore schools dur- 
ing which much progress has been made and many pro- 
blems have arisen and been met. Greater problems are de- 
veloping because of increasing enrollments. Provisions of fa- 
cilities for the larger number of children we must educate 
in coming years will require increasing expenditures; we 
hope to make these expenditures wisely and as conservative- 
ly as educational needs will permit. Growth of a community 
is a healthful sign; it should be recognized, too, that while 
growth entails greater costs, it also creates greater prop- 
erty values and increased revenues. 

The physical condition of the school buildings in Liver- 
more is good. Improvements made in recent years and those 
being planned will make our classrooms suitable for mod- 
ern educational programs. Completion of the committee's 
plan for modernization is in sight for next year. Minor re- 
pairs and maintenance of present structures are provided 
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for in the budget. Shortly, it will be possible to operate the 
present buildings on a maintenance basis without large ex- 
-penditures for new fixed equipment. 


It is planned to complete the installation of fluorescent 
lights in the five rooms remaining to be equipped at the 
Riverside School. We also plan to improve the basement at 
the Brettuns School by installing a cement floor which will 
permit some use of this area by pupils during inclement 
weather. We intend also to make improvements in the base- 
ment at the Riverside School so as to provide more adequate 
storage space and afford better control of ground water. It 
will be necessary to move the oil tanks to the outside of the 
building so as to prevent a recurrence of the difficulty cre- 
ated this year when leakage of oil temporarily affected the 
water supply. To remedy this problem it was necessary to 
install filtering and purifying equipment. ‘The water is now 
satisfactory and passes all state tests. 


My predecessor was close to completing an excellent pro- 
gram of textbook modernization. We have been able this 
year by use of a part of the extra state subsidy to fill out this 
program particularly in materials for better instruction in 
geography. Again, with respect to textbooks and supplies, 
we are nearing a state of maintenance. 


The teaching staff in Livermore remained the same ex- 
cept for the addition of a new teacher, Mrs. Meredith Dales- 
sandro, at the Riverside School. It appears at the present 
writing that we shall not have many readjustments to make 
in the staff for the next year. Livermore is fortunate in hav- 
ing a superior group of teachers who are devoted to their 
work and do it well. The budget is designed to recognize 
the value of their services by means of modest increases 
which will place Livermore salaries approximately at the 
median for towns in its class. 

We took advantage of the offer of state and federal as- 
sistance to begin a Special Milk Program in all our schools. 
Since January 3, 1955 milk has been sold at a reduced price 
to all pupils who desire it. The program has proved to be 
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popular, and it should produce dividends in better health. 

Enrollment is and will be for some years to come the 
chief problem for the Livermore School Department. Con- 
tinuance of the present organization in multiple grades is 
possible only with modifications. At the Riverside School 
last fall, for example, the combined grades one and two 
numbered forty pupils. It was necessary, therefore, to split 
this group into separate grades, leaving the first grade with 
Mrs. Edith Gile and transferring the second grade to Mrs. 
Alice Mitchell. Mrs. Dalessandro then was engaged to re- 
place Mrs. Mitchell as the teacher for grades five and six. 

This situation is typical of a condition which will exist 
in an intensified form at both the Brettuns and North 
Livermore Schools next year. The following enrollment fig- 
ures indicate the nature of the problem.

These figures, of course, refer only to pupils now resident. 
in Livermore. Since the town has been growing rather than 
declining in population we should expect that there may 
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be more rather than fewer pupils in September; in other 
words, the foregoing enrollment figures should be regarded 
as minimum figures. 

A study of this data shows that the enrollments at Payson 
Smith and Brettuns, particularly in the primary rooms. 
will be too heavy to permit continuance of the present four- 
grade combinations. The situation can be relieved by chang- 
ing the grade combinations to 1-3 and 4-6 at both schools. 
Grades 7 and 8 from both schools can be accommodated at 
the Riverside School where there is one available classroom. 
It will then be possible to organize separate seventh and 
eighth grade classes at that school. 


At Payson Smith pupils retained in grades 2, 3, and 4 
next year, were we to maintain the present organization, 
would number 21—the 7 expected in September would 
make 28. This room is relatively small; during this year the 
enrollment has varied from 28 to 30 and it is noticeable 
that instruction for this number can be managed only with 
difficulty. Under a 1-3 organization the prospective enroll- 
ment would become 23 which would be a more reasonable 
number and would allow for possible increases. 


The upper grades at Payson Smith under the present or- 
ganization would number 27 next year. On a 4-6 plan the 
number would be 19: again more effective teaching can be 
done with a group of this size. 


At Brettuns the situation is even more critical. Under the 
present organization the primary grades now number 34 
and next year. would number 37. The upper grades now 
have a total of 30 pupils and next year would have 29. 
Under a plan of 1-3 and 4-6 the numbers would be respect- 
tively 27 and 27. The rooms at Brettuns are somewhat larg- 
er than at Payson Smith so that the primary group of 27, 
although large, can be accommodated. 


The solution planned for next year is possible only be- 
cause there is a classroom available at the Riverside School. 
In following years, possibly in one more year, this class- 
room may be needed for lower grades at Riverside. Addi- 
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tional classrooms are obviously needed, but the decisions as 
to where they should be built and what grade structure and 
curriculum organization should be developed ought not to 
be made hastily or without careful consideration. 


The transportation of seventh and eighth grade pupils 
from Brettuns and North Livermore to Riverside next year 
will yield some educational gains. It will permit a better pro- 
gram of study to be planned for these older pupils. It will 
also bring together an age group with similar interests. It 
is hoped:that we can secure a male teacher who will be pre- 
pared to conduct some athletic and. physical educationai 
activities for this group. ‘The rearrangement will also per- 
mit at Brettuns and Payson Smith a better program of. in- 
struction for younger children and .a more natural group- 
ing of those with interests dissimilar from those of the 
seventh and eighth grade. 


Additional transportation will be needed; it is estimated 
that the cost will run between $1,200 and $1,500 depending 
on how many can be accommodated on the existing trans- 
portation routes. This cost is minor compared to the im- 
mediate expenditure for constructing and equipping at least 
two rooms which might amount to $20,000 to $25,000. 


The community must prepare for additional school con- 
struction. It is my recommendation that sufficient time be 
taken to study this problem with proper care. Since it be- 
came apparent in the late fall that this problem existed 
there has not been adequate opportunity to collect and an- 
alyze all the data needed for a wise decision or to inform the 
town adequately about various alternative solutions that 
could be adopted. A careful census for at least six years 
ahead must be made, a detailed study of the location of 
population and of the best transportation routes should be 
undertaken, and a thorough analysis of the town’s finan- 
cial structure should be made. It ought also to be borne in 
mind that a year hence larger amounts of financial aid from 
state and federal sources may be available than are at pres- 
sent. 
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The school committee has filed a warrant article for your 
consideration requesting the appointment of a special com- 
mittee, to include the school committee, to work on this 
problem and bring in a definitive report at the March 1956 
Town Meeting. At that time a prudent and satisfactory so- 
lution ought to be found. 

In closing may I say that I have found it a pleasure to live 
and work in a community that is trying to improve its ed- 
ucational program rather than to let it deteriorate or stand 
still. By the abandonment of obsolete and unfit buildings, 
the introduction of modern instructional materials and im- 
proved methods of teaching, and the provision of healthful 
plumbing, heating, and lighting facilities major steps for- 
ward have been taken in recent years. Your Superintending 
School Committee is as alert, energetic and prudent a group 
of men as I have ever worked with; to them credit should 
go for the good state of your schools.

Statutes of 1944, and at your request, the records of the 
Town of Livermore have been audited for the fiscal year 
ended February 1, 1954. 

The examination was made by Auditor L. J. Hann in 
accordance with generally accepted auditing standards that 
pertain to municipal accounting. Audit analysis was on a 
basis consistent with that of the preceding year, and in- 
cluded all procedures which were considered necessary. In- 
sofar as could be ascertained within the scope of the exam- 
ination, the financial transactions of the Town appear to 
have been appropriately handled, with such exceptions as 
may be noted in the accompanying comments. 

Exhibits and schedules incorporated in this report pre- 
sent the result of the financial operations of the Town for 
the period designated. Recommendations are also offered 
which are believed to be worthy of your consideration.

COMMENTS 


TOWN OF LIVERMORE 
February 2, 1953 to February 1, 1954 


* * * 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Liver- 
more has been completed for the municipal year ended 
February 1, 1954. The audit included an examination of 
the records maintained by the various town officers. 

The examination included a review of cash transac- 
tions and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. 
The result of the year’s operations revealed that expendi- 
tures exceeded available funds by $217.47. Overdrafts and 
unexpended balances are summarized as follows: 


Overdrafts $1,185.71 
Unexpended Balances 968.24 
Net Overdrafts $ 217.47 


The Department of Attorney General has advised that over- 
drafts are not permitted by statute except in certain in- 
stances where emergencies arise in highway activities and 
then only to the extent of 15% of the highway appropria- 
tion. 


Assets 


The cash balance of $15,595.49 was reconciled with the 
bank statement furnished by the Livermore Falls Trust 
Company, Livermore Falls, Maine. 

Transactions affecting accounts receivable, taxes, tax 
lien and tax acquired property accounts were reviewed. Un- 
paid accounts were reconciled with the balance shown on 
the records of the selectmen. 

The deferred appropriation in the amount of $2,402.18 
represents expenditure for a purchase of a school bus as 
authorized by vote of the townspeople at the annual town 
meeting. 
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Available Funds and Expenditures 


An analysis of the comparative statement of available 
funds reflects an increase of $2,303.13 as compared with the 
preceding year. This increase was due principally to a 
higher tax levy and State of Maine subsidies less the change 
in carrying balances. 

Expenditures for the same period increased $4,011.22, 
which was occasioned principally by the purchase of a new 
school bus. 


Reserves and Surplus 


Examination of the departmental appropriation ac- 
counts reflected unexpended balances of $2,282.78 which 
were carried forward to the ensuing year, (Exhibit D). 

The excise tax reserve of $229.48 represented the un- 
applied portion of excise tax collections which have been 
carried forward to the ensuing year for allocation by the 
townspeople. At the last annual town meeting the voters 
authorized the use of excise tax monies to reduce the tax 
levy. An amount of $6,000.00 was used for this purpose. 

The unappropriated surplus amounted to $24,288.50. 
a decrease of $233.83 for the year. This change was occa- 
sioned principally by the excess of expenditures over avail- 
able funds. 


Debt Fund 


The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a 
separate fund, reflects the outstanding refunding bonds of 
$2,000.00 which mature in 1954. 


Trust Funds 


From the examination of the various funds held in 
trust by the town it was ascertained that the principals of 
the funds totaling $20,102.16 and unexpended income ot 
$1,327.05 are represented by investments of $4,000.00 in 
United States Defense Bonds and time deposits of $17,429.21 
in the Livermore Falls Trust Company. 
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General 

Examination of the town clerk’s records revealed that 
the transfer of various road account balances to the sum- 
mer roads account was authorized by the townspeople. The 
transfer of $134.00 from the town charges account to the 
state aid road account was on authority of the selectmen. 

At a special town meeting held April 23, 1953 the se- 
lectmen were authorized to borrow $2,500.00 to build the 
Pike Road. However, the selectmen carried the overdraft 
in this account forward to the ensuing year at which time 
the overdraft was appropriated by the townspeople. 

Supplemental taxes amounted to $269.51 for the year. 
In this respect attention is directed to Chapter 81, Section 
29 of the Revised Statutes of 1944 which provides in part 
that supplemental taxes shall be committed to the collector 
by the assessors. 

Scope of Audit 

Count of cash was made and records checked to deter- 
mine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The sys- 
tem of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Available funds and expenditures were examined by meth- 
ods and to the extent deemed necessary. Letters of verifica- 
tion were utilized to determine the correctness of tax and 
tax lien accounts as well as bonds payable. ‘Trust fund 
transactions were reviewed and investments of the funds 
were examined. Insurance and bond coverages were ex- 
amined and listed. Excise tax collections were verified by 
examination of the copies of the receipts retained by the 
collector. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures 
were followed to the extent deemed necessary to develop 
these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position 
of the town at February 1, 1954, and the result of its opera- 
tions for the year then ended.

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Report of Public Health 
Nursing Service 


LIVERMORE — 1954 


Health is one of our most precious possessions. This 
means not only absence of disease, but complete fitness 
physically, emotionally, socially and spiritually. Public 
Health Nursing is concerned with promoting this under- 
standing of health through organized community efforts, as 
well as through visits to individual families. It is when 
home, school and community work together that optimum 
results may be obtained. 


The public health nurse, through home visits to ex- 
pectant mothers, infants and pre-school children, handi- 
capped children or patients with communicable diseases 
may be able to encourage families to make regular visits to 
their family physician for care, and to help interpret his 
recommendations to them. 


Education is the answer to many health problems; in 
the school where the teacher is the key person, the nurse 
works with her in solving individual health problems, in 
maintaining healthful school environment, and serves as a 
link between the school and home, and other community 
resources. 


School physical examinations were done in grades one, 
three, six and nine. One-hundred and four children were 
examined. Vision testing at High School was done by two 
registered nurses who volunteered their services. 


With the hope of being able to give better health serv- 


ice to the school and the community two teachers and the 
public health nurse have attended a fifteen week School 
Health Education Course at Farmington State Teachers 
College. 
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Child Health Conferences have been held monthly at 
the office of the Public Health Nurse, where the attending 
physician examines the children and gives immunizations 
against Whooping cough, Diphtheria and Tetanus, and 
Smallpox. Three Child Health Conferences were held at 
Brettuns during the summer, with average attendance of 
twenty. 


In addition to the visits made to mothers of young chil- 
dren, several visits have been made to demonstrate to mem- 
bers of the family how to care for the sick in the home. 

Sincere thanks to all who have so ably assisted the 
nurse. Only through the cooperation of school personnel, 
town officers, Health Council and other community groups 
and individuals, has it been possible to carry on this pro- 
gram.

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Librarian’s Report

The $100. voted by the Town last year was used, in 
part, for operating expenses, also for 8 Traveling Libraries 
from the State Library, the purchase of 6 books, and a sum 
toward the new oil burner installed in the Library. The oil 
burner was put in operation on November 24, 1954. 

The State Stipend of $7.50, and Book Fine Money 
amounting to $2.50 was used to buy 7 books. In lieu of 
Book Fine Money, 10 used books have been accepted dur- 
ing the year. A Food Sale was held on February 26, 1954. 24 
books, 12 juvenile and 12 adult, were bought with the 
$23.75 earned. Neighbors and friends gave 99 books, Read- 
er’s Digests and Coronet magazines.

The Library was open every Wednesday afternoon 
from 2:00 p.m. to 4:00 p.m. excepting Jan. 6, Mar. 10, Mar. 
24, Apt sl fune.23, Oct.i2/, and /Nov. i 3,7 LUjes eee 
Wednesday afternoons from July 7 to Aug. 25 Miss Lorraine 
Gordon served as Librarian. During the school term Gram- 
mar Grade students assisted the Librarian. 

It was brought to my attention that the decrease in 
the circulation was due to the reading of comic books and 
other ‘waste-of-time’ material, and so a Read a Good Book 
Contest was put into operation on Dec. 8, 1954. Prizes have 
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been awarded to the juvenile patrons who read the books 
recorded by the Librarian. These books are selected with 
the help of the teachers, from the Traveling Libraries, of 
which there are four in circulation at the present time. 


The yearly circulation was approximately 993 books, of 
which 75 were State Books. The total number of books in 
the Library is 5,110. 50 books have been discarded due to 
very poor condition. 


There are 60 adult patrons, and 75 juvenile. 


Five hundred dollars has been given to the Library 
from the Estate of the late Florence Agnes Nelson, who was 
one of the founders of the Library, and the Librarian for 
many years. From her estate we have also received books on 
Religion, Travel and Art. These will be in circulation by 
late Spring. 

On Nov. 5, 1954, the Annual Meeting of the Livermore 
Library Association was held at the home of the Librarian. 
It was voted to buy an oil burner and to open the Library 
every Wednesday evening from 7:30 p.m. to 9:00 p.m., be- 
ginning Jan. 5, 1955. The usual afternoon hours will still 
be in effect. This new plan will continue during the year, if 
there are a sufficient number of patrons taking advantage of 
the idea. 


Members of the Association are: Mrs. Mary Morse, 
Miss Nina Bradford, Mr. and Mrs. Homer Davenport, Mr. 
and Mrs. Oscar Turner, Mr. and Mrs. Edward Manning, 
Mr. and Mrs. Donald Brown, Mr. and Mrs. Milo Denny 
and Mrs. Marshall Barbour. 

A most cordial invitation is extended to our friends 
and neighbors to join the Association. Your assistance is 
needed to help carry on this project in your community 
which had its beginning in 1917. Many days of hard work 
were freely and happily given by the founders of our L1i- 
brary. In their memory and for our credit we should make 
our Library an institution we can all be proud of. The 
Library is not privately owned. It is the property of the 
Town of Livermore and operated, partly, by the money 
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raised by the Town and donations by others interested in 
the welfare of our children. All this makes it possible for 
us to have a Library of our own where good books of every 
description are available for us to read. 

I wish to thank the teachers of the Brettuns School for 
their cooperation, also the many who contributed to our 
Food Sale, and all others who have assisted me at the Li- 
brary this past year.

REPORT ON MOUTH HEALTH PROJECT 


For the first year, during December 1955, Liver- 
more children have participated in a dental decay pre- 
vention program of sodium fluoride applications and 
mouth health educational procedures, conducted by a 
dental hygienist from the Division of Dental Health of 
the State Department of Health and Welfare. 

There seems to be a growing interest in obtaining 
and maintaining healthy mouths because the children 
‘seen by the Division of Dental Health during the 1954- 
1955 school year showed a 22 percent increase in dental 
decay needs cared for when contrasted with the chil- 
dren seen in 1951-1952. 

A recent study of 750 children three years after 
their first participation in this type of program, con- 
trasted with an equal number from towns that do not 
have a similar program, shows that children who re- 
ceived the sodium fluoride applications have fewer de- 
cayed teeth and a larger porportion of children have no 
decay at all. :

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Livermore: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my second annual 
report of the condition of the schools of Livermore. 
This has been a year of progress both in improvement 
to school plant and in strengthening and enriching the 
school curriculum. Our teachers have made special ef- 
forts to improve their work with their pupils. 


In continuance of the in-servce training program be- 
gun last year the teachers of Union No. 32 have been 
engaged in a year-long examination of the existing cur- 
riculum with a view towards revision. All-day work- 
shops were held in Canton on October 17, 1955 and 
January 6, 1956 and a third and final workshop will be 
held in March or April. The result of this study will be 
the production of the first written statement of cur- 
riculum that the schools of the Union have had. 


The maintenance of our school buildings has been 
a problem because of difficulty in obtaining satisfac- 
tory help, or any help at all, to make minor repairs 
when needed and to perform certain regular cleaning 
and renovating jobs. The school committees have 
joined in engaging the services of a regular mainten- 
ance man to work part-time in each town of the Union. 
In this way work can be done when needed and savings 
in expenditures for labor can be effected.

The milk program has been successful in all schools. 
In some cases nearly 100% participation has resulted. 
Refrigeration has been provided for each building. The 
cooperation of parents is needed in persuading more 
children to drink white milk rather than chocolate milk. 


An inter-Union baseball and soft-ball program was 
begun last spring and continued in the fall. Boys and 
girls in the intermediate and upper primary grades par- 
ticipated in a series of games. This activity has been 
of value to health and to the development of a keener 
interest in school. The teachers report a better state of 
pupil morale and scholarship as a result of this and 
other physical education activities which have been 
made a part of the curriculum. 


The School Department in cooperation with the De- 
partment of Public Health has assisted in making avail- 
able to all children an opportunity to have Salk vaccine 
as a defense against poliomyelitis. The first two innocu- 
lations have been given to all children whose parents 
have requested it and the third will be offered in the 
spring. 


This year for the first time the services of a dental 
hygienist were made available to the children of Liver- 
more. Cleaning and inspection of the mouth and the ap- 
plication of sodium fluoride were provided. This pro- 
gram will continue for grades two, five, and eight and 
for three-year olds. The report of the dental hygienist 
appears elsewhere in the Town Report. 


The detailed report of the Dental Hygienist to our of- 
fice indicates the need of better dental care in many 
families. This is a matter for which provision can be 
made at present only by voluntary action on the part 
of parents or community groups. It is regrettable to 
find children in high school who already have false 
teeth. We urge that community organizations give some 
attention to helping improve this condition of neglect. 
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The major change in the Livermore Schools this year 
has been the reorganization of the seventh and eighth 
grades into separate grades at the Riverside School. 
This change was made necessary by over-crowding at 
the Payson Smith and Brettuns Schools. The latter now 
have grades 1-3 and 4-6 only. 


Teaching at Brettuns and Payson Smith has been 
more effective under this arrangement. The pupils are 
in age groupings with natural interests and are, as a 
consequence, better able to profit from instruction. The 
teachers can plan better for activities that will meet 
the needs of all pupils. 


The older pupils in grade seven and eight have 
profited from the more intensive study that can be ar- 
ranged when a teacher has one grade. They show a 
greater growth of maturity from association with a 
larger group of their own age and stage of development. 
In athletics and other special activities of the curricu- 
lum they have developed rapidly to a point far beyond 
that possible in groups containing several grades of 
various age levels. 


By a rearrangement of the bus route and the daily 
time schedule of all schools no additional cost was in- 
curred for transporting seventh and eighth students to 
Riverside. Pupils now leave home later and return 


earlier; the bus route is only ten miles longer than in 


previous years, and the cost remains approximately the 
same. The plan appears to have worked well and will be 
continued in effect. 


Mr. Vincent B. McGee, a graduate of Bates College 
with a minor in education, was engaged as Principal of 
Riverside School and teacher of the eighth grade. He 
has been able, with the aid of the five ladies of the 
faculty, to provide the school with vigorous leader- 
ship. In addition to teaching, Mr. McGee has coached 
and supervised the older pupils in baseball, softball, 
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and basketball. Although there is no suitable place for 
practice the Livermore boys have been undefeated both 
in baseball and basketball in games with other towns. 


Two other changes in the teaching staff occurred 
at the Brettuns School. Miss Leona Melvin, a gradu- 
ate of Farmington State Teachers College in 1955 re- 
placed Mrs. Laura DeCoster who transferred to the 
Hartford Schools. Mrs. June Boardman, a teacher of 9 
years experience in Maine and Massachusetts and with 
advanced work towards a degree, replaced Mrs. Cora 
Caldwell who left teaching to resume homemaking. 
Miss Melvin, in the primary grades, and Mrs. Board- 
man, in the intermediate grades, have succeeded splend- 
idly in maintaining and strengthening instruction at 
Brettuns. A broadened program in art, music, and 
physical education has also been made possible because 
of their training and interests. 


Mr. Carl Hodges, a graduate of the Bangor Col- 
lege of Music, replaced Mrs. Elaine Knight who re- 
signed to give full attentions to home responsibilities. 
Mr. Hodges is employed full-time as Music Supervisor 
for the Union and can, in time, be expected to develop 
a fully organized program in music. It is hoped that 
by next year an elemenary school orchestra can be 
started, but in this undertaking the cooperation of 
parents is necessary. Pupils must undertake private 
instrumental instruction if an orchestra is to be estab- 
lished. 


During the past year a committee of ten citizens 
has been engaged in a study of the effect of future 
school population on the needs for additional school 
buildings and facilities in the town. Their report ap- 
pears elsewhere in the Town Report so that comment 
here should be limited to expressing appreciation for 
their efforts. Their recommendations deserve close at- 
tention from all citizens. 
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Because of the intensive use now being made of all 
existing buildings it is necessary that a high level of 
maintenance be continued. Certain improvements and 
renovations must be made. The Riverside School will 
have close to 150 pupils enrolled every year and it is 
in that building that the greatest amount of work needs 
to be done. 

The Selectmen have improved the approaches to 
Riverside by opening a road down to the River Road. 
A small parking lot off Route 4 has also been made by 
filling and grading. The school lacks sufficient play- 
ground space and some suitable solution to this prob- 
lem must be found. 

Additional plumbing facilities must be provided at 
Riverside. It would be desirable also to establish a 
cafeteria at the school. The presently inadequate pro- 
visions for heating the auditorium must also be im- 
proved. 

For the last three years the School Committee has 
been carrying out a program to improve lighting and 
to replace obsolete furniture. Annual expenditures 
have been set at $1,500.00 per year for the installation 
of fluorescent lights in three rooms and $600.00 per 
year for the purchase of new furniture for one room. 
The installation of lighting fixtures was completed 
last year. It is proposed now that furniture replace- 
ment be continued at the rate of three rooms per year 
at a cost of $1,800.00. 


Movable furniture for one room at Riverside is 
essential to permit the accommodation of pupils in a 
smaller-sized classroom. The two rooms at Brettuns 
have the poorest furniture in any school so that re- 
placement is planned for this year. When these rooms 
are done there will be left one room at Payson Smith 
and four at Riverside to be furnished. Thus the furni- 
ture replacement program for pupil furniture can be 
completed in three years at the level of expenditure 
recommended. 
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The Big Problem 


The citizens of all Maine towns must recognize and 
give attention to the chief problem affecting the edu- 
cation of their children; namely, the Teacher Shortage. 
This shortage will persist for many years to come. 
The June graduates of Maine teachers colleges will 
form the smallest graduating class in recent years. 
These facts must be faced: 


1. the supply of older teachers with training is 
exhausted ; 


2. the use of permit teachers involves two penal- 
ties; first a financial penalty imposed by law on the 
employing town; second, a penalty imposed on children 
by the employment of inadequately trained persons; 


3. graduates of teachers’ colleges expect to begin 
teaching at a salary of $3,000.00 per year. They will 
choose first to work in schools with modern facilities 
and with single grades. 


What can a town do if it has schools without modern 
facilities and with multiple grades? 


First, try to hold its present teachers by improving 
their working conditions, including provision for bet- 
ter salaries. 


Second, plan as rapidly as possible to provide mod- 
ern facilities in its schools. 


Third, consolidate its schools, joining, if necessary 
with another town, to eliminate in so far as possible 
the use of multiple grades. 


Those towns which will not face these facts run. the 
risk of having no teachers or, at best, inferior teachers. 
Your school board has faced the facts and has made 
requests through its budget and other warrant articles 
designed to provide against such an unfortunate result. 
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Your attention to these recommendations is vitally 
needed. 


In closing may I express my appreciation to the 
teachers and pupils who have given me such whole- 
hearted cooperation this year and to the member of 
the Superintending School Committe for their con- 
tinuing support. Many other Town Officers and citi- 
zens have rendered invaluable aid. It is our hope that 
all citizens will see the problems of education as their 
personal concern — worth their attention and their 
constructive criticism.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
TO CONSIDER 
SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS 


This Committee was appointed by the Moderator at 
the Annual Town Meeting held March 7, 1955 under 
Article No. 27 for the purpose of studying future needs 
for school buildings in Livermore and bringing in a 
final report at the Annual Meeting in March 1956. The 
Moderator was instructed to appoint the members of 
the School Committee and seven additional members. 


The Committee met to organize in April. Rockwood 
N. Berry was elected general Chairman and Edward 
C. Manning, the Superintendent of Schools, was desig- 
nated as Secretary. Through the spring and summer 
and into October, the committee held some ten meet- 
ings, visited schools in other communities, consulted 
with experts in the school building field, studied cur- 
rent conditions in our schools and finally reached cer- 
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~ tain conclusions which appear at the end of this mpOrt 
as recommendations. 


The committee decided early in its work that in 
order to draw sound conclusions, a study of population 
must be undertaken. Accordingly, a subcommittee was 
appointed to undertake a census of the town and make 
a study of the data found. 


This committee was headed by Alfred A. Gammon 
as Chairman and had the following membership: G. 
Henry Botka, Lewis Harmon, Thompson Moore, Oscar 
T. Turner. 


It was decided to take a complete census of all per- 
sons. Census cards were made out for each family 
and the location of every pre-school child pin-pointed 
on a map. In this undertaking the committee had the 
assistance of many townspeople who secured data on 
families in their neighborhood. 


Livermore Census — 1955 


The total population as of June, 1955 was found to 
be 1,411. 


The Federal Census of 1950 showed a population 
of 1,308. 


A gain of 108 persons is thus indicated.

It is worth noting certain factors about each age 
group. The oldest group, 65 and above, is small. This 
indicates that the future of the town may be vigorous 
since there will be an increasing percentage of persons 
in the prime of life and able to produce peak earning 
power. 


In the age groups 25 to 45 and 16 to 25 taken to- 
gether, we find a large number of women in the period 
of life during which child-bearing may be expected. 
This indicates that a steady increase of school age 
children may be anticipated within the present popu- 
lation. 


What may come in the way of additions to the 
population from new residents cannot be accurately 
forecast. This can, however be said: Livermore’s 
situation geographically and the town’s economic con- 
dition tend to make it attractive to new residents. We 
should expect growth rather than decline. 


School Enrollments 


The particular immediate problem is presented by 
children of school age and those coming of that age. 
The analysis of this age group, 0-16, is presented below 
in terms of enrollments in the schools projected 
through 1960:

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* In the year 1956, due to a change in the State Law, 
the age for entering the lst Grade will be changed 
from 6 yrs. before Dec. 31 to 6 yrs. before Oct. 15. 
Thus in 1956 the entering class will be approximately 
3/4 of what it would have been otherwise. 


Various interpretations of these figures can be made. 
The clearest conclusion is that if we had a consolidated 
school, the enrollment would be sufficient for single 
classes in each grade. In the primary grades it would 
be necessary to have more than one class. By 1960 
even the seventh and eight grades enrollments would 
be undesirably large for single classes. 


Relation to Available Classrooms 

Further analysis of these figures by areas reveals 
greater complications arising from our multiple grade 
organization now in use. Even by means of transport- 
ing pupils from one neighborhood school to another 
such complications can not be easily solved in rapidly 
growing areas such as Brettuns. 

The following tables show the current and projected 
enrollments in each grade and room in all schools. 
Current enrollments are as of October 1, 1955.

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Study of these tables and Table I shows our current 
problem and what we can foresee through 1960. The 
total increase of 36 during that period as shown in 
Table I would at first not seem to call for any alarm. 
When we note, however, the heavy enrollments in the 
lower grades in Table I and the relationship of classes 
to room sizes as shown in the next two tables, diffi- 
culties become apparent. 


By shifting pupils to the Payson Smith School from 
Brettuns and Riverside as need arises, each year, we 
can just barely get by. Even so, there will be some 
classes which are too large. If there is any sizeable 
influx of new population, we cannot get by. 


Could the Town now build a centrally-located school, 
a gradual transfer of grades 5 - 8 would permit an 
orderly reorganization leading eventually to having 
separate classes for each grade in the three existing 
schools. As time went on, the new building would 
house grades 8 - 8; Brettuns and Payson Smith, grades 
1 and 2, and Riverside, grades 1 - 5. Ultimately, the 
new building could provide for all grades, 1 - 8, when 
the older buildings became obsolete. 


Advantages of a 
Centrally-Located Modern School 


The committee considered the present school pro- 
gram and noted its limitations. The committee recog- 
nizes that we cannot provide in our present buildings 
some of the facilities other towns have. We believe 
that the Town should plan to centralize its schools 
and construct a building adapted to expansion as the 
need arises. 


Such a building would give your children many 
advantages they cannot have under our present edu- 
cational program. It could also offer the town oppor- 
tunities it does not now have for cultural and civic 
activities. We list the advantages as we see them: 
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1. Better instruction through single rather than 
multiple grades. 

2. Better grouping of children with mutual inter- 

ests typical of their age. 

Better opportunities for experience in athletics, 

music, dramatics and self-government. 

4, Opportunity for a proper lunch program. 

5. Better preparation for the types of training 
they will get in high school. 

6. For the town a building adapted to social, cul- 
tural, and civic meetings.

Costs of New Construction 

The Committee examined the question of cost. If 
a wooden building containing four classrooms, office 
and clinic, and a multi-purpose room for cafeteria, 
auditorium and gymnasium purposes were to be built 
at present construction costs, the total expense might 
range from $75,000.00 to $90,000.00. Architects and 
contractors estimate costs today between $10.00 and 
$12.50 per square foot. These would be additional 
costs for purchase of land, furniture and equipment, 
and playground construction. It would appear that a 
budget of $100,000.00 would be needed for such con- 
struction. Such costs would be amortized over at least 
a twenty-year period. 

Expansion of such a building would be less costly 
than the original construction. As time went on, 
growth in population and increase in valuations would 
help to pay the expense to be borne. 


Transportation 
The committee at first felt transportation to a cen- 
tral site might be expensive. Some study of current 
experience with transportation indicated that this 
would not be so. 
Transportation costs over the past few years have 
been:

Total mileage and total costs have increased as a 
reflection of the increase in the school population. 
Costs per mile have stayed at approximately the same 
figure for the past four years. 

Part of the committee’s work involved the produc- 
tion of a map of the Town. The use of this map per- 
mitted a revision of the old transportation routes. It 
had been thought that an additional $1,500.00 would 
be needed to cover the cost of taking all seventh and 
eighth grade pupils to the Riverside School. The re- 
vised routings reduced this expense to a very low fig- 
ure. In previous years the town-owned bus has trav- 
elled 90 miles per day. This year it travels 100.5 miles, 
an addition of only 10.5 miles despite the added work 
of moving the seventh and eighth grade pupils. 

The committee believes that transportation of pupils 
to a central site would not materially raise costs. The 
advantages of having a central school would far out- 
weigh a minor increase in costs for transportation. 


Conclusions 

The work of the committee has helped to settle a 
number of problems. The new map of the Town has 
made it possible to plan transportation routes more 
efficiently. The census data has made clear what our 
enrollment problem is likely to be through 1960. 

In June we were not sure that we could accommo- 
date all pupils in September. By August the census 
data made it seem safe to assume that we had enough 
space for this year. 

The committee held its last meeting in October in 
order to see how actual enrollments stood and how 
the new transportation plan had worked. It then 
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appeared, as stated earlier, that we could get by but 
that we cannot plan on getting by indefinitely with our 
present facilities. 

Because of these observations and because the com- 
mittee feels the Town should plan to provide improved 
educational facilities for its children, the committee 
makes the following recommendations: 

1. that no new construction be planned for this 

year ; 

2. that a committee be appointed at the Town 
Meeting from year to year to assist the School 
Committee and the Superintendent in the fol- 
lowing matters: 

a. in maintaining a continuous census of the 
Town; 

b. in continuing a study of current costs of 
construction together with sources of finan- 
cing; 

c. in selecting a central location for a school 
site which can be recommended to the 
Town for purchase before the Annual Meet- 
ing in March, 1957.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 
1955 - 1956 


$133.50 


The $100. voted by the Town last year was used in 
part for operating expenses, five Traveling Libraries 
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from the State Library and the purchase of seven 
books. The State Library books were for all grades 
of the Brettuns’ School. The State Stipend of $10. and 
$2.53 Book Fine Money was used to purchase 12 books. 
In lieu of Book Fine money, 10 used books were ac- 
cepted during the year. 

Neighbors and friends gave 105 books, some Read- 
er’s Digests and Coronet Magazines. The donors are 
as follows: The Livermore Universalist Ladies Circle, 
Mrs. Guy Sanders, Mrs. Lettie Gordon, Mrs. Roger 
Libby, Miss Nina Bradford, Mr. and Mrs. Edward C. 
Manning, Mrs. Julia Pike, Miss Grace Martin, and 
Mrs. Milo Denny all of Livermore. Mr. and Mrs. 
James Philoon, Mrs. Harry Dingley of Auburn and 
Mr. and Mrs. George Johnson of Allston. 


The Library was open every Wednesday afternoon 
from 1:30 - 4:00 P. M. during the School term except- 
ing Feb. 23, Apr. 13 and 20, May 11, and 18, June 
15, July 6 and 138, Sept. 21 and Oct. 12. On Jan. 5, 
according to plan, the Library was kept open from 
7:30 - 9:00 P. M. every Wednesday evening as well 
as during the usual afternoon hours. This program 
continued through Mar. 2. Due to lack of circulation 
the program was discontinued. 


The yearly circulation was 1,358, of which 302 were 
Traveling Library books. The total number of books 
in the Library 5,110. Of this number 30 juvenile 
books have been discarded because of poor condition. 


Grammar grade pupils have assisted in Library 
work during the school term. Miss Lorraine Gordon 
and Miss Mary Hill assisted during the summer 
months. 


The $500. given to the Library from the estate of 
the late Florence Agnes Nelson has been used for 
renovating the Library. Work began on November 6, 
1955. When completed, the usual program will still 
be in effect. Through interested friends, a check for 
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$150. was received from the Fort Halifax Packing 
Co. of Winslow, Maine. 

On December 14, 1955 a letter was received from 
the State Library which read as follows: 

To Maine Libraries: 

The 1955 Legislature amended the Library Law 
so that, in the future, no town will receive State 
Aid (sometimes called stipend) unless it appropri- 
ates at least $200. for the maintenance of the Li- 
brary in the town. 

I call this to your attention so you will have time 
to talk it over with interested citizens before Town 
Meeting. 

Perhaps an increased appropriation will be the 
result. 

If this change in the law is not clear to you, I 

hope you will write to me about it.

The above mentioned State Aid or stipend has con- 
sisted of 10% of the Town’s appropriation for the 
Library. For this reason we have entered the sum of 
$200. in the Town Warrant to be voted toward the 
support of the Library. 

Again, this year, a most cordial invitation is ex- 
tended to our friends and neighbors to join the Asso- 
ciation. Your assistance is still needed — even more 
than in the past when the membership totalled well 
over 50. There is still a great deal of work to be done 
in order that we may keep our Library one to be proud 
of, as it was, when founded in 1917. 

I wish to thank all neighbors and friends who have 
assisted me this past year—also those who contributed 
so generously to the support of our Library.

ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSING SERVICE—LIVERMORE — 1955 

The strength of our public health nursing program 
lies mainly in the interest shown by all citizens of the 
community. 

The growing interest of families in preventive care 
has made teaching health principles one of the most 
important parts of the nurse’s work. This is done pri- 
marily through home visits, child health conferences, 
and conferences with teachers in the schools. Home 
visits are made to expectant mothers, young children 
with some handicap, communicable disease, or to adult 
members of the family. 

Child Health Conferences have been held monthly 
in Livermore Falls. Three conferences were held in 
Brettuns during the summer. At our Child Health Con- 
ferences children are examined and immunizations for 
Diphtheria, Whooping cough, Tetanus and Smallpox are

given. Books and pamphlets are available on child care, 
nutrition and many other subjects. These are available 
at any time from the Public Health Nurse. 

Sixty children have had physical examinations this 
year at school, and although many are having dental 
care, dental decay is still the defect common to most 
children. 

Progress is not always marked by doing more of 
what has been done in the past, but sometimes by ad- 
ding new services. This year the regular program of 
Diphtheria, Whooping cough, Tetanus immunizations 
and Smallpox vaccinations in the schools has been post- 
poned so that we would have time to offer Polio Vac- 
cine to children 5-14 years of age. 

Throughout our program we think of health as being 
not only “not sick in bed”, but also the ability to be 
happy in our work and play in the community. 

If human relationships are faulty between a child 
and his parents, a child and his teacher, the adolescent 
and the community, the adult and those with whom he 
works, these faults leave scars which we expect may 
multiply the blunders he makes in his daily living. For 
this reason we now more often ask for assistance with 
our problems at home and in school through the Mental 
Health Clinic. 

Your Public Health Nurse desires to assist you in 
every community activity to promote a sound and en- 
during health program. At this time, she wishes to 
express her appreciation to all who have assisted in 
carrying out plans to meet the health needs in Liver- 
more during the past year. Any suggestions the people 
may have for improving and extending the health pro- 


gram will be gratefully received.

Gentlemen: 

In accordance with Chapter 91, Section 142 of the 
Revised Statutes of 1954, an audit has been conducted 
of the financial records of the Town of Livermore for 
the fiscal year ended February 1, 1955. 

The examination was in the form of a limited general 
audit as recommended by the National Committee on 
Governmental Accounting and was conducted by Audi- 
tor P. H. Allen of the State Department of Audit. Audit 
analysis was on a basis consistent with that of the pre- 
ceding year, and included all procedures which were 
considered necessary. 

Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of 
the examination, the financial transactions of the town 
appear to have been appropriately handled, with such 
exceptions as may be noted in the accompanying com- 
ments. 

The financial and statistical sections, incorporated in 
this report, present the result of the town’s financial 
operations for the period designated. Recommendations 
are also offered which are believed worthy of considera- 
tion.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF LIVERMORE 
FEBRUARY 2, 1954 TO FEBRUARY 1, 1955 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Liv- 
ermore has been completed for the municipal year 
ended February 1, 1955. The audit included an examin- 
ation of certain financial records maintained by the 
town Officials. The examination consisted of a review of 
cash transactions as well as an analysis of available 
funds and expenditures and the results are incorpor- 
ated in the following text, exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the fiscal affairs of the town. 

The fiscal year’s operations showed that available 
funds exceeded expenditures by $376.70 per the follow- 
ing summary: 

Departmental Operations: 
Unexpended Balances $714.05 
Overdrafts 3351.35 


Net Unexpended Balances $376.70 


In accordance with the vote of the townspeople at 
the annual town meeting overdrafts and unexpended 
balances were carried forward to the ensuing year. How- 
ever, in the absence of any vote on overlay, supplemen- 
tal taxes and abatements these balances were lapsed to 
surplus. 

The audit also revealed that certain phases of mu- 
nicipal operations may be strengthened by favorable 
consideration of the following suggestions: 

‘Supplemental taxes collected amounted to 
$220.84. In this respect, supplemental taxes 
should be committed to the tax collector in 
accordance with the provisions of Chapter 92, 
Section 30 of the Revised Statutes of 1954. 

Tax collectors’ remittances to the town should 
be made in accordance with the provisions of 
Chap. 92, Section 120 of the Revised Statutes 
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of 1954, which reads in part that every col- 
lector of taxes shall on the last day of each 
month, pay to the treasurer of the town all 
money collected by him. 


ASSETS 

The cash balance of $16,601.52 was reconciled with 
a bank statement furnished by the Livermore Falls 
Trust Company. A count of cash was made at the date 
of audit and reconciled with the closing at February 
W955: 

Other assets including accounts receivable, taxes, tax 
liens and tax acquired property were reviewed and 
verifications undertaken to determine their validity at 
the year end. Unpaid accounts were reconciled with 
the balances shown on the records of the selectmen. 

The anticipated federal and state participation for 
hurricane damage amounted to $4,321.41 at the close of 
the current year. 


LIABILITIES 
General fund liabilities at the year end amounted to 
$6.79, which represented overpaid tax accounts. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 

The appropriation accounts reflect a net unexpended 
balance of $5,357.96 (Exhibit D) at the year-end, this 
amount representing various operating account bal- 
ances and overdrafts that are carried forward to the 
ensuing year in accordance with legal requirements 
and by vote of the townspeople. 

The excise tax reserve of $274.68 represents the un- 
used portion of current and prior years’ collections 
which are carried forward for future allocation by the 
voters. 

The unappropriated surplus totaled $24,665.20, an in- 
crease of $376.70 for the year. This change was oc- 
casioned by the excess of available funds over ex- 
penditures. 
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TRUST FUNDS 
The trust fund principals totaled $20,191.85 at the 
end and unexpected income amounted to $1,486.60. The 
principals and income of these funds were invested in 
time deposits and U.S. Savings Bonds. 


AVAILABLE FUNDS AND EXPENDITURES 

An analysis of the comparative statement of avail- 
able funds revealed a decrease of $101.30 as compared 
with the preceding year. This change was occasioned 
principally by a lower tax levy and changes in carrying 
balances. Anticipated state and federal participation 
for hurricane damage was also a contributing factor. 

Expenditures for the same period decreased by 
$695.47 which was reflected for the most part in the 
general government, highways and bridges and new 
school bus accounts. Increased expenditures for edu- 
cation and hurricane damage were also contributing fac- 
tors. 

A method of effectively canceling paid invoices 
should be adopted. This may be accomplished either by 
perforation or a rubber stamp device. 


GENERAL 
The examination of the town clerk’s records revealed 
that the use of excise tax receipts to reduce the tax 
levy was authorized by vote of the townspeople. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Count of cash was made and records checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 
The system of internal control was reviewed as per- 
tained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. Receipts, vouchers and canceled 
checks were examined for a selected period and major 
increases or decreases in revenue and expenditures over 
the previous year were reviewed. Excise tax collections 
were test checked by examination of the copies of the 
receipts retained by the collector. Trust fund trans- 
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actions were reviewed. The savings account balances 
of these funds were verified by confirmation from the 
depositories. 

Various laws pertaining to the fiscal operations of the 
municipality were reviewed to determine that financial 
transactions had been properly administered. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the financial status of the town. Audit pro- 
cedures were followed to the extent deemed necessary 
to develop these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting statements fairly present the financial 
position of the town at February 1, 1955, and the result 
of its operations for the year then ended.

To the Superintending School Committee and the 
Citizens of the Town of Livermore: 


I herewith submit my first annual report of the 
progress, conditions and needs of the schools of 
Livermore. 

Since the effectiveness of any school system is meas- 
ured by the educational growth and development of 
the children, we must consider carefully the extent of 
that growth from year to year. From that point of 
view, the chief weakness of our system is in reading 
as evidenced by a study of the results of tests which 
were given at the close of the school year last spring. 

In the class entering grade 8, the average grade 
level of reading ability for the class was 6.2 grades, or 
1.4 grades below what it should have been. 77.7% of 
the class measured below grade level, and several were 
reading on a level as low as grade 38. Obviously, those 
pupils will be unable to read the books which are placed 
in their hands on entering High School and consequent- 
ly will have difficulty which quite probably will in- 
fluence them to leave school. 

Although this condition presents a serious problem, 
it is not a signal for undue alarm or panic. It can be, 
in a degree, corrected in the upper grades and checked 
in its development in the primary grades. All of the 
teaching techniques of remedial reading must be em- 
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ployed for those who have already started, and for 
the beginners, special care must be taken to gear a 
program to the learning rates of the slow learners as 
well as the exceptionally bright. An attempt is being 
made to carry out this program throughout the grades. 

At this point, I want to make it clear that the con- 
dition which exists is not a fault of the teachers. The 
chief causes for the situation in which the children 
have been placed are in the overall program. The 
elimination of the sub-primary grade has set up a sys- 
tem in which the children and teachers are required 
to do the work of nine years in only eight. That is 
next to impossible, and only the brightest pupils suc- 
ceed. Without the sub-primary grade, the reading 
readiness work must be done in the first grade, and 
there is striking evidence that this very important 
phase of education has been hurried and slighted in 
an effort to cover the “required ground.” Another fac- 
tor which has had much to do with the poor reading 
is the lack of textbooks. We have only one reading 
series, and in a room which houses multiple grades, 
one set of books is not enough. With pupils of the 
second and third grades in the same room, the second 
graders will memorize the stories in the third grade 
book from hearing them read over and over by the 
other children. Then, when given the same books from 
which they have memorized the stories, it is impossi- 
ble for the teacher to tell whether the children are read- 
ing or merely reciting from memory. As a result, the 
children go on without actually learning many of the 
words. We have already purchased some new books, 
and in time, the textbook situation will be corrected. 
As soon as that is done, I am sure that we can make 
better use of the capabilities and efforts of the teachers 
so that “Johnny” will learn to read. 


The lack of adequate and up-to-date textbooks is 
evident in fields other than reading. In some subjects 
such as science there were no books until recently, and 
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in some of the other subjects, the few books which 
we have are out of print. A progressive plan for pro- 
viding new books is under way which will furnish a 
set of modern textbooks for each pupil in school. It 
will take a year or two, but it can be done without too 
great a financial burden in any single year. 


The financial statement for the past year shows a 
paper balance of $113.20 in the school maintenance 
account. That, however, does not give a true picture 
of actual conditions. Since the teachers are paid on 
a year around basis, a part of their salaries is with- 
held each month to take care of the summer payments. 
The total amount which had been withheld up to the 
time the books were closed was $2,125.40. Therefore, 
in the maintenance account, there was a deficit of 
$2,012.20 instead of a balance of $113.20, and should 
a teacher leave, there would not be sufficient funds in 
the account to pay what is owed to that teacher. 


Further examination of the financial statement and 
the budget shows that the amount of the state subsidy 
for next year will be $23,966.96. That is considerably 
less than it should be. There are two reasons for this. 
In the first place, the state legislators have been re- 
luctant to appropriate sufficient funds to make it pos- 
sible for the state to pay the cities and towns 100% 
of the amounts to which they are entitled under the 
provisions of the general purpose aid formula. Sec- 
ondly, Livermore was penalized for employing non- 
certified teachers. The state does not fully subsidize 
salaries paid to non-certified teachers. Full subsidy is 
paid on the first $1,000.00, but subsidy is paid only a 
percentage of the remainder. The subsidy figures for 
a certified teacher and a non-certified teacher in Liver- 
more are shown in the following table:

From the above figures, it is obvious that Livermore 
could save $150.00 by engaging a certified teacher for 
$3,400.00 instead of a non-certified teacher for $2,800. 
That is the monetary consideration. When we con- 
sider the advantage to the children of having a fully 
certified teacher, there seems to be no excuse for em- 
ploying sub-standard teachers. 

The building maintenance has been obviously im- 
proved in the last few years, and now our buildings are 
better cared for than the average throughout the state. 
The town is to be congratulated on engaging the ser- 
vices of a part-time maintenance man on a year around 
basis. With a man on duty at all times, the little things 
can be fixed before they become expensive projects. 
The one big project for the coming year is a new roof 
on the addition to the Riverside School. The roof 
should have been replaced or repaired last summer, 
but funds were not available. Leaks have developed 
during the current school year, but they have been re- 
paired so that no damage has been done. Tentative 
arrangements have been made for having a new roof 
as soon as school closes in June, and your committee 
has provided for that in the school budget. 

The furniture situation is well in hand. New furni- 
ture has been provided for the Brettuns School and 
the Payson Smith. There are still four rooms at Riv- 
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erside needing some new furniture. It is planned to 
purchase furniture for one of those rooms each year 
until we have new movable furniture in all the rooms 
in that building. 


The newly finished auditorium at Riverside is ser- 
ving a part of its intended purpose. It is available for 
assemblies and other programs and for music classes. 
No plans have been made for a lunch program for the 
coming year, and, for that reason the use of the new 
room for a cafeteria will be postponed for another 
year. There is no doubt regarding the need of a lunch 
program, but your committee feels that there is no 
assurance that there would be a sufficient number of 
pupils avail themselves of the opportunity to have a 
hot lunch to justify the expenditures which would be 
necessary to equip properly a kitchen and lunch room. 


The town is indeed fortunate to have a staff of as 
capable teachers as we have. Those who have remained 
in the positions which they held last year continue to 
render the same type of fine service, and the new teach- 
ers are filling their positions in a highly satisfactory 
manner. Mr. Keylor, who replaced Mr. McGee in the 
principalship at Riverside, has proved his capability 
as a teacher and administrator. Mrs. Lucile Fairbanks, 
who replaced Mrs. Meredith Dalessandro as teacher 
of grades 5 and 6, is doing a masterful piece of work 
with a group of children who made a slow start, and 
their progress reflects the understanding of the teach- 
er. Miss Isabelle Southard, who replaced Mrs. Mit- 
chell at the beginning of the winter term, came to us 
with a fine background of training and experience, and 
her carefully planned instruction and direction has 
filled a real need in the school program. 


The in-service training program for our teachers is 
being continued in an effort to furnish them with the 
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optimum of assistance. One meeting has been held 
with a fundamental demonstration in reading and a 
two-day workshop in science is scheduled for April 
4-5. That workshop will be conducted by a team of 
supervisors from the State Department of Education. 


Transportation, as always, presents a difficult prob- 
lem. The situation in which small children are re- 
required to leave home at 7:00 o’clock in the morning 
and return at 4:30 or later in the afternoon is not 
desirable. The fact that Livermore is a large town 
with numerous dead-end roads makes conveyance a 
complex problem. Your committee has made several 
studies of that problem, and the present time schedules 
and bus routes appear to be the best possible without 
increasing the number of buses. One meeting with 
some of the parents was held a short time ago. No 
conclusions were reached in the discussion which was 
held. It was explained that the three buses now used 
for conveying the children operate on time schedules 
that allow no opportunity for change. It is my per- 
sonal opinion that the only approach to our problem 
is to have another large bus on the long runs and one 
more small bus to take over one run from each of the 
two small buses being used on the back roads. In that 
way, it is quite probable that from 45 to 50 minutes 
could be saved on each end of the day. Thus the chil- 
dren could leave home later in the morning and return 
earlier in the afternoon. The estimated cost of trans- 
portation under that program was given to the parents 
with whom the school committee met. The cost figures 
are as follows: 
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In 1961-62, the present bus will have to be replaced, 
and the conveyance costs will repeat themselves as 
per the schedule for the four years listed above. 


If the citizens of the town wish to have the extra 
conveyance at the indicated cost, there will be a chance 
to indicate that desire by voting for it at the Town 
Meeting. An article for that purpose will appear in 
the Warrant. 

My. first year here has been a pleasant one. I ex- 
tend sincere thanks and appreciation to the teachers, 
pupils, and parents for their fine cooperation and to 
the town Officials and the citizens of the town for their 
splendid support of our school program.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 


to Study 
School Accommodations 


This committee which was appointed at the annual 
Town Meeting in 1955 for the purpose of studying 
needs for new school building construction has con- 
tinued its functions during the past year. The diffi- 
culty in making any forecast of probable increases in 
the population of the town resulting from new fam- 
ilies moving in from other areas as anticipated in the 
committee report last year is now apparent. There have 
been so many changes in population since the census 
was taken two years ago that your committee decided 
to take another complete census. The new figures will 
be made available in special tabulations.

The actual enrollment for the current year shows 
an increase of 7 over the estimate of a year ago. That 
is evidence of the fact that our estimates were low, and 
our facilities are even more inadequate than was real- 
ized. That leads us to the obvious conclusion that addi- 
tional classrooms must be provided at an earlier date 
than was forecast. 

The time has come for us to consider costs and 
sources of finance. Regardless of our personal feelings 
regarding Federal aid for school building construction, 
there may be no other way for the small, poor towns 
to furnish the facilities which they must provide. For 
that reason, it seems advisable for us to examine two 
pieces of Federal legislation now pending. The chief 
provisions of the two bills, H. R. 1 and H. R. 3976, 
under consideration at present and a comparison are 
given in the following table:

Still another source of financial aid for school build- 
ing construction which should not be ignored is the 
possibility of State aid as recommended in the Report 
of the Maine Legislative Research Committee as a re- 
sult of the survey conducted by the J. L. Jacobs & Co. 
of Chicago. Pertinent paragraphs from that report 
follow: 


State Financial Assistance on Consolidated School 
Construction and for Reorganized School Adminis- 
trative Districts 


As emphasized in this report, many of the weak- 
nesses in the school finance system and the school pro- 
grams throughout the state are caused by the inade- 
quate and inefficient organization of school administra- 
tive units at the local level. It is also emphasized that 
the school finance system, to be fully effective, should 
assure the maximum efficiency, economy and educa- 
tional returns, and should encourage efficient organiza- 
tion and administration of school at the local level. 
Since the complete effectiveness of the proposed 

school finance system depends on the establishment of 
appropriate school administrative districts as recom- 
mended in the following section of this report, it has 
been determined to recommend specific financial in- 
centives to encourage such school district reorganiza- 
tions. Such incentives should be in the form of state 
financial aid on consolidated school construction and 
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supplemental state general purpose aid to reorganized 
school administrative districts. 

With respect to state aid for consolidated school con- 
struction, it is recommended that such assistance 
should be made available on school construction which 
is required in connection with the establishment of 
school administrative districts. It is recommended that 
an initial appropriation of $100,000 be made for this 
purpose during the next biennium. 

Other ways of financing are through the Maine 
School Building Authority or the formation of a School 
District, and the citizens of the Town of Livermore 
should carefully consider all possible sources in order 
to be ready for the time when building can no longer 
be postponed. 

In view of the foregoing, the committee recom- 
mends: 


1. that the present committee be continued with 
instructions to carry out the following functions: 

a. to maintain a continuous census of the town; 

b. to select suitable school building sites to recom- 
mend to the Town for final selection and purchase; 

ec. To make further study of school building costs, 
sources of finance and building plans in keeping with 
the needs of the Town.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 


Livermore — 1956 


Modern drugs and the high ‘percentage of children 
receiving immunizations have greatly reduced the inci- 
dence and severity of childhood infections. This must 
not lull us into complacency, but urge us to endeavor 
to make Public Health programs available to all mem- 
bers of the community. 

Two Child Health Conferences were held at Bret- 
tuns during the summer. In addition to these, sixty- 
five children have attended the regular Child Health 
Conferences held the first Thursday of each month at 
the office of the Public Health Nurse in Livermore 
Falls. 

Physical examinations were offered to children in 
Grades 1, 3, 6, 9 and to those wishing to participate 
in sports. Immunizations for Diphtheria, Whooping- 
cough, Tetanus and Smallpox were offered to those 
needing boosters. 

Polio vaccine has been offered to all those between 
6 months and 19 years. About 70% of the school chil- 
dren have had this protection. 

In home visits, or in group discussions, the Public 
Health Nurse working under the guidance of the doc- 
tors, may help the family prevent problems, or aid in 
solving them. | 

In many communities Public Health Nursing is on 
of the best known services of the Bureau of Health. 
Some of the others are: Maternal and Child Health, 
Tuberculosis Control and Alcoholic Rehabilitation. 

Through the Division of Maternal and Child Health 
many children have been able to attend clinics, and 
care not available locally, for hearing, speech, ortho- 
pedic and cardiac problems. 
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Only with the continued interest and assistance of 
all people in the community, will the nursing service 
be used most beneficially. 

At this time we wish to thank the doctors, town of- 
ficials, school personnel, Kings Daughters, Health 
Council members, and all others who have assisted 
with the Public Health Nursing program.

In accordance with Chapter 91, Section 142 of the 
Revised Statutes of 1954, an audit has been conducted 
of the financial records of the Town of Livermore for 
the fiscal year ended February 1, 1956. 

The examination was in the form of a limited gen- 
eral audit as recommended by the National Committee 
on Governmental Accounting, and was conducted by 
Auditor Carl G. Hawes of the State Department of 
Audit. Audit analysis was on a basis consistent with 
that of the preceding year, and included all procedures 
which were considered necessary. 

Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of 
the examination, the financial transactions of the Town 
were appropriately handled, with such exceptions as 
may be noted in the accompanying comments. 

The financial and statistical sections, incorporated 
in this report, present the result of the Town’s finan- 
cial operations for the period designated. Recommen- 
dations are also offered which are believed worthy of 
consideration.

An audit of the financial records maintained by 
various Officers of the Town of Livermore has been 
completed for the municipal year ended February 1, 
1956. 

The examination included a review of cash trans- 
actions as well as an analysis of available funds and 
expenditures, and the results are incorporated in the 
following text, exhibits, and schedules, pertaining to 
the fiscal affairs of the Town. 

The fiscal year’s operations showed that available 
funds exceeded expenditures by $869.82, per the fol- 
lowing summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $1,210.66 
Overdrafts 340.84 
Net Unexpended Balances $ 869.82 


In accordance with the vote of the townspeople at 
the annual town meeting, overdrafts and unexpended 
balances were carried forward to the ensuing year. 
However, in the absence of any vote on overlay, sup- 
plemental taxes, costs on tax liens, and abatements, 
these balances were lapsed to surplus. 

The audit also revealed that certain phases of muni- 
cipal operations may be strengthened by favorable con- 
sideration of the following suggestions: 


Compensation of town officers should be establish- 
ed in accordance with legal requirements as pro- 
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vided by Chapter 91, Section 13, Revised Statutes 
of 1954. 

A system of accounting for town owned property 
and equipment is suggested. This will provide a 
record of values and other data pertinent to muni- 
cipal capital investments. 


Assets 

The cash balance of $21,475.43 was reconciled with a 
statement furnished by the Livermore Falls Trust 
Company, Livermore Falls, Maine. 

Other assets including accounts receivable, taxes, 
and tax titles, were reviewed and verification under- 
taken to determine their correctness. Unpaid accounts 
were also reconciled at the year end. 

The anticipated Federal participation for hurricane 
damage amounted to $605.57 at the year end. Although 
this amount may not be fully realized, an adjustment 
is not considered necessary at this time. 


Liabilities 
General fund liabilities of $46.49, at the year end, 
represented tax overpayments. 


Reserves and Surplus 

The appropriation accounts reflect a net unexpended 
balance of $4,524.60 (Exhibit D) at the year end, this 
amount representing various operating account bal- 
ances and overdrafts that are carried forward to the 
ensuing year in accordance with legal requirements 
and by vote of the townspeople. 

The excise tax reserve of $3,402.91 represents the 
unused portion of current and prior year’s collections 
which are carried forward for allocation by the voters. 

The unappropriated surplus of the Town amounted 
to $22,700.86, a decrease of $1,964.84, for the year. 
This was occasioned by the adjustment of carrying 
balances as per the vote of the townspeople less avail- 
able funds over expenditures. 
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Trust Funds 
The trust fund principals totaled $20,283.56 at the 
year end, and unexpended income amounted to $1,578.- 
79. The principals and income are represented by time 
deposits and U. S. Savings Bonds. 


Available Funds and Expenditures 


An analysis of the comparative statement of avail- 
able funds revealed an increase of $14,273.83, as com- 
pared with the previous year. This was occasioned 
principally by a higher tax levy, increased State funds 
for highway and educational purposes, excise tax col- 
lections, and the sale of town owned property. De- 
creases in hurricane damage participation and carry- 
ing balances were also contributing factors. 

Expenditures for the same _ period increased 
$13,780.71, which for the most part, was reflected in 
highway, education, and unclassified accounts. De- 
creases in hurricane damage costs and debt retirement 
were also factors. 

A method of effectively canceling paid invoices is 
suggested. This may be accomplished either by per- 
foration or a rubber stamp device. 


General 
The examination of the town clerk’s records, as per- 
tains to municipal finances, revealed that the towns- 
people authorized the use of excise tax monies to re- 
duce the tax levy. 


Scope of Audit 

Count of cash was made and records checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 
The system of internal control was reviewed as per- 
tained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. External verifications, on a test 
basis, were utilized to determine the correctness of 
recorded assets.

Receipts were examined in detail. Vouchers and 
canceled checks were examined for a selected period 
and major increases or decreases in revenues or ex- 
penditures over previous years were explored. Bond 
coverages were examined. Excise tax collections were 
verified with the copies of the receipts retained by the 
collector. Trust fund transactions were reviewed. 

Various laws pertaining to the fiscal operations of 
the municipality were reviewed to determine that re- 
lated financial transactions had been properly 
administered. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the Town. Audit 
procedures were followed to the extent deemed advis- 
able to develop these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying statements and 
supporting information present fairly the financial 
condition of the Town at February 1, 1956, and the 
result of its operations for the year then ended.

Warrant for Town Meeting 


To P. M. Brown, Constable of the Town of Livermore, 
County of Androscoggin, and the State of Maine, 


Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are required 
to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of 
Livermore, qualified by law to vote in Town affairs, to 
assemble at the vestry of the Universalist Church in 
Brettun’s Mills, in said Town of Livermore, on the 4th 
day of March, A. D. 1957, at 9:00 o’clock in the fore- 
noon, there and then to act on the following articles, 
to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Art. 2. To choose by ballot the following Town 
Officers for the ensuing year, in accordance with Sec. 
2, Chap. 70 of the Public Laws of 1921, of Maine, to 
wit: Town Clerk, one Selectman, Assessor and Over- 
seer of the Poor, for three years, Town Treasurer, Tax 
Collector, and one member of the School Board for 
three years. 

The Polls or Ballot Box for receiving ballots for the 
above mentioned officers shall be closed at 1:00 P.M. 


Art. 8. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
reports of the several Town Officers for the year. 


Art. 4. To see if the Town will vote to carry for- 
ward overdrafts and overlays to the accounts where 
they occur and raise necessary sums of money to cover 
overdrafts. No overlay to be put into unappropriated 
Surplus account. 


Art. 5. To see if the Town will vote to have 
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Auditor to recover from Surplus account, amounts nec- 
essary to make his balance agree with Town Books. 


Art. 6. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise for Town Charges for the ensuing year 
or act anything in relation thereto.

To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise for the Support of the Poor or act any- 
thing in relation thereto.

To see if the Town will vote to have the 
Berry Hill Orchard Company maintain its fire fighting 
equipment and answer fire calls or act anything in re- 
lation thereto. 


Art. 11. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise for Tarring Roads for the ensuing year. 
This money to be expended under the direction of the 
Tar Committee and the selectmen and to appoint one 
member to the committee or act anything in relation 
thereto. 


Budget Committee recommends $3,000.00. 


Art. 12. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise for the care of Summer Roads & Bridges 
for the ensuing year or act anything in relation thereto. 


Budget Committee recommends $4,000.00. 
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Article. 18. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise for Winter Roads and Bridges for the 
ensuing year or act anything in relation thereto.

To see if the Town will vote to charge 14 
of 1% per month or fraction thereof on all unpaid 
taxes as of December 15, 1957, the date on which they 
are due and payable or act anything in relation thereto. 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
its Treasurer to make Temporary Loans, said loans 
to be approved by the selectmen and not to exceed the 
total tax levy of the preceding Municipal year in which 
they are made, said loans to be paid out of money 
raised by taxes during the current year, in which said 
loans are made, in accordance with provisions of Sec. 
3, Chap. 5 of the R. S. and all acts amendatory thereof 
and additional thereto. 


Art. 37. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
its selectmen to sell such tax lien property as they 
deem advisable at Public Auction, except that which 
they see fit to sell to its former owner. 


Art. 88. To see if the Town will vote to have a 
Budget Committee or act anything in relation thereto. 


Art. 39. To see if the Town will vote to accept 
$200.00 from Mrs. Harry Glover for the perpetual care 
of the Elmer H. York lot in Waters Hill Cemetery or 
act anything in relation thereto. 


Art. 40. To see what action the Town will take in 
regard to using the basement of Brettun’s School for 
a community center as well as for Civil Defense Shel- 
ter, and raise necessary funds for exits as required by 
law or act anything in relation thereto. 
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Art. 41. To see what action the Town will take in 
regard to having a Zoning and Planning Board and 
also this board as appointed to work with the State 
Department of Commerce and Industry for the pur- 
pose of trying to induce new industry into town or act 
anything in relation thereto.
